Business To Get 
Freight Increase 


Palm Beach County merchants 
and businessmen are faced with a 
$3,000 per year increase in freight 
charges on truck shipments weigh- 
ing less than 100 pounds, accord- 
ing to an amendment by the South- 
ern Motor Carriers Rate Confer- 
ence received by the Palm Beach 
County Freight Traffic Bureau. 

Motor freight lines serving this 
area from the Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, New York, and New Eng- 
land. section of the country have 
published new minimum charges 
to become effective September 10, 
1962, according to J. Lou Caro, 
Chairman of the Freight Rate Ad- 
visory Committee of the Joint Co- 
operative Council, the Traffic Bu- 
reau’s policy committee. ' 
1 The small business or stóre- 
keeper will be hurt most by this 
act”, Caro said, He explained that 
the increase applied only to mini- 
mum charge shipments, that is, 
shipments weighing less than 100 
pounds. 

Caro announced that his policy 
group has instructed James Ww. 
Lee, Director of the Palm Beach 
County Freight- Traffic Bureau to 
file a petition with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission requesting 
suspension of the raise in freight 
rates. g 

The Chairman’ explained that 
the increased minimum charges 
apply on all shipments moving be- 
tween the northern territory and 
ten southern states. He said that 
the “burden of the increase” hit 
particularly hard at Palm Beach 
County because minimum , charges 
for shipments moving less than 
850 miles were not increased, 

“We think that this is a clear 
cut case of preference and prejud- 
ice in rate-making,” , Caro said, 
“and the Traffic Bureau's petition 
contains considerable evidence -to

Sep. 7 Deadline For 
New Sugar Growers 


September 7 is the deadline for 
growers who did not produce 
sugarcane in 1960-62 to apply for 
a new-farm. proporotionate share 
for the 1963 sugarcane crop, ac- 
cording to O. P. McArthur, State 
Executive Director, Agricultural 
Stabilization . and Conservation 
Service. All growers who plan to 
produce sugarcane in 1963 for the 
first time must apply for a new- 
producer share in order to be eli- 
gible for an acreage allotment for 
the 1963 crop year. 

Applications from all new grow- 
ers in Florida, must be filed at the 
Glades-Hendry Agricultural Sta- 
bilization and Conservation Sers 
vice (ASCS) County, Office, in 
Moore Haven, Florida. Ray Gantt, 
County Office Manager, “has an- 
nounced that applications will be 
received beginning Tuesday, Au- 
gust 28. The ASCS County Officè 
is located. in the Glades ' County 
Courthouse in Moore Haven. 

The USDA announced on August 
21 that the 1963-crop sugarcane 
acreage in Florida and Louisiana 
will be restricted through propor- 
tionate shares because of the tre- 
mendous expansion in the sugar- 
cane acreage in the Mainland Cane 
Sugar Area in the past three years. 
Further expansion could lead to a 
surplus of marketable sugar in 
the area. ` 

The initial allotment for each 
farm in the area with established 
acreage history will equal the 
larger of the 1962-crop acreage or 
105 -percent of the average acre- 
age for the farm for the 1960-62 
crops. Relatively small pate 

available for new-producer 
shares of up to 25 acres each on 
farms which do’ not have records 
of sugar¢ahe acreage for 1960-62. 
New growers’ are cautioned not
